Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued Habib et al. does not teach "an 
operator interface that allows the modifying of attributes of a group of pages". However, Livingston patent teaches the plurality of pages 
(78, 80, figure 3A) at section 74, figure 3A. Besides, the motivation to combine the teaching of Habib with the Livingston's teaching would 
have been to enhance the printing pages by modifying the attributes. Therefore, the claims are still not allowable over the prior art as 
explained by the Examiner in the final rejection and the response to arguments.
